My 
anticipation for the Viltrumite War has me craving all that it is the 
Invincible Universe. Kirkmania forums, Image schedules, my LCS 
boards: I’ve been frequenting all of these like crazy lately because 
I’m so excited. (I particularly enjoyed the "lost-plot- development, 
scavenger hunt" you initiated on the forums last week. Watching 
a few of the regulars scramble to find the answer to your question 
was pretty damn entertaining.) 


Scavenger hunt? Is that what's been keeping you so busy these 
days, Robert? 


Anyways, | just had a few comments/queries/quandaries from my 
most recent read-through that | wanted to run by you: 


1. FCO's jump on in Issue 51 is just down-right amazing. There 
really is nothing else to add to that sentence. I'm not sure if 
you've answered this before in your wonderful mail section, but 
why did you change the costume? | personally was not a huge 
fan of the blue/black, and | am really excited about the return of 
the blue/yellow (Ryan, please slip in the fingerless gloves on one 
panel.
